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EXTREMELY  RARE  1895  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1872  1895  Circulated  Proof.  Choice  Fine,  nearly  Very  Fine.  An  absolutely 

splendid  example  for  the  grade.  Lovely  medium  gray  toning  over  smooth, 
evenly  worn  surfaces.  A minor  contact  mark  above  the  date  is  the  only 
detraction  keeping  this  specimen  from  "perfection.” 

The  1895  Dollar,  long  regarded  as  the  "King”  of  the  Morgan  series  is 
seldom  offered  in  this  state  of  preservation.  Although  mint  records  indi- 
cate the  production  of  12,000  business  strikes  and  880  Proofs,  it  is  gener- 
ally believed  that  the  entire  business  strike  output  was  melted  prior  to 
distribution.  This  belief  however,  has  been  the  subject  of  much  contro- 
versy, particularly  since  the  appearance  of  at  least  one  circulated  speci- 
men authenticated  by  ANACS  as  a business  strike. 

With  all  due  respect  to  ANACS,  it  is  the  cataloguer’s  opinion  that 
business  strikes,  if  actually  minted,  no  longer  exist  and  that  circulated 
examples  such  as  the  piece  offered  here  are  actually  mishandled  Proofs. 
Although  this  position  cannot  be  strictly  proven,  the  "circumstantial  evi- 
dence” is  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  this  viewpoint. 

The  present  example  matches  all  the  necessary  diagnostics  for  the 
Breen-1  variety  of  this  date  (one  of  only  two  varieties  known).  The  most 
comparable  specimen  recently  offered  by  Stack’s  was  in  our  May  1985 
sale,  lot  890.  The  coin,  catalogued  as  Very  Fine  with  a few  small  gouges 
and  edge  bruises,  realized  $7,425.00. 

This  coin  should  realize  in  the  same  range.  As  stated  earlier,  this 
example  is  really  as  wholesome  as  could  be  expected  for  a coin  in  this 
condition.
